Tuo public buildings are quite as ugly 
and unpretentious as tne commercial houses. 
The city palace of the emperor fronts tho 
market-place, in which donkeys and carts 
are unloaded daily, and where the fish-boa .« 
land. 
It is impregnated by th* stench ol 
decaying vegetation, and has an ancient 
and ib*h-like smelL 
Tho structure look- 
more like a ware-uou e than the shelter of 
the imperial power, and Dom Pedro will 
not live in it; but nobody can blame hi 
il 
He ha# two beautiful palace- in the conn- 
try, in which he re-ides, an l only comes U 
tne city palace on occasions of public im­ 
portance. 
The only presentable govern­ 
ment buildings are the po« toffice and print­ 
ing house, and many of the private resi­ 
dences aro superior in every re pect t > any­ 
thing the government own# . 
The building 
in which congress sits is a gloomy old pile, 
without a single redeeming feature, aud a 
great empire 
like 
Brazil ought to bi 
asuamed to house its parliament in such a 
place.
